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ABSTRACT 

This directory brings together basic information 
about a variety of programs and organizations concerned with 
disability in 173 countries. The main body of the directory lists the 
countries alphabetically. Each country listing begins with a summary 
page which provides a map and basic demographic and statistical 
information about the country. Programs and organizations are listed 
alphabetically within their respective country listing. Information 
provided generally includes program or organization name, address, 
one or more contact persons, phone number, and a brief description. 
Also included are descriptions of organizations funded by the 
National Institute for Disability and Rehabilitation Research in the 
United States. Separate sections present listings of multinational 
organizations, member organizations of Rehabilitation International, 
member organizations of Disabled Peoples International, and a roster 
of International Exchange of Experts and Information in 
Rehabilitation (IEEIR). (DB) 
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FOREWORD AND ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 



This International Resource Directory is a first attempt by the IEEIR to bring together 
basic information about a variety of programs and organizations in 173 countries around the 
world. What appears here is by no means exhaustive. However it is a beginning, we hope. 

NIDRR Programs 

Although it was not in our original plan to include U.S. based disability organizations 
in this directory, nonetheless, we decided to include a section of some of the organizations 
receiving project funds from the National Institute for Disability and Rehabilitation Research 
(NIDRR) who have expressed an interest in having international connections and a desire to 
be included in this directory. They responded to an inquiry sent out to those programs and 
projects listed in the 1992 directory of NIDRR-funded programs. A few of the organizations 
listed may no longer be receiving NIDRR funds. Other U.S. organizations who started 
receiving NIDRR funds for the first time in 1993 may not be listed. 

In another section, we have included a few of the many international organizations 
interested in disability. The section is incomplete, we acknowledge. 

Networking 

An important goal of this directory is to promote networking and linkages between 
U.S. based disability organizations and programs and overseas counterparts so that 
cooperative projects or research can be developed. For this reason, we asked the NIDRR 
funded programs to indicate with what parts of the world they have linkages or wish to have 
linkages. 

It is our intent and hope that through the extensive indexing, you the reader-user, will 
be able to connect with organizations and programs by country or by disability/topic. 

Scope of IEEIR Work 

The IEEIR project, funded since 1978, has been and is significantly fulfilling the 
program objectives as conceptualized and funded by NIDRR. Those objectives are 1) to 
create a collegial active network of U.S. and foreign researchers on issues and subjects which 
are keys to the disability and rehabilitation community; 2) to greatly increase the amount and 
quality and impact of data flowing between these groups; 3) to affect a closer collaboration 
among researchers and leaders in the field who have disabilities and those who do not; and 4) 
to identify and "import" the best foreign innovations and ideas of disability /rehabilitation 
research and practice and to augment the identification and "export" of the best from the U.S. 

To fulfill the program objectives, the IEEIR has used the following methodology: 

♦ through first-hand purposeful visits (fellowships) made by U.S. disability specialists 
to other countries 

♦ by commissioning "experts" in other countries to prepare written materials for the 
monograph series or the Interchange (a newsletter format publication) 

♦ by holding meetings and conferences on selected topics with an occasional author 
(of a monograph) from abroad coming to the U.S. to participate. 
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The emphasis has been on what the U.S. can learn from other countries and on 
disseminating (and utilizing) ideas from other countries. These exchanges also promote 
ongoing contacts and sharing of ideas cross-nationally. 

The IDEAS project of the World Institute on Disability (WID) and Rehabilitation 
International (RI) has been funded by NIDRR for similar purposes. IDEAS, since 1987, has 
been handling all exchanges with Europe, Central and South America and Canada, while the 
IEEIR since 1987 has handled exchanges primarily with Asia, the Pacific and Africa. That is 
why WID and RI have been asked to be involved in contributing to this directory.

However, this resource directory has been "driven H mainly by the numerous 
international contacts that the IEEIR has developed over the years, through the 175 fellows 
who have been funded to carry out study-visits in 47 countries. They have contributed 
greatly to this directory by bringing back information about people and organizations in the 
countries they visited and in the disability area they studied. We acknowledge their 
contributions by listing all of them in a separate section with their topic areas and countries 
visited. On occasion an IEEIR fellow's name will appear in the directory in relation to a 
particular entry. This has been done in a very limited way to give the reader/user a "handle" 
on a U.S. reference person. 

Evaluation and Upgrading 

We will appreciate it if you would please complete the evaluation form in APPENDIX 
A which will give us your ideas of how to improve and further develop this directory, as well 
as to let us know what kinds of uses you are finding for it, or hope to find for it. Thank you 
for your participation. 

If you or your colleagues are aware of organizations or programs which are not 
included and should be, do not hesitate to contact us. Use the update form which appears in 
APPENDIX B of this document to provide us with information not already included in this 
edition no later than June 15, 1994, and the sooner, the better. 

We do realize we have only touched the tip of the iceberg, so to speak, in this early 
attempt to bring resources together. It is understood that inadvertently organizations that 
should appear h^re may have been left out. It is our hope, with your help, to produce an 
updated version ready for distribution by August 1994.

Elitist school targeting high achievers 
for university preparation has accepted students to 1991 because there was no policy. 
Have kept students as long as they could "keep up". No other private school options 
exist. Example of the private system of schooling existing in most countries. Public . 
system is not free (school, exam and/or boarding fees apply to the public system 
administered by the government). Native Africans and some Asian Africans use the 
public schools but most cannot afford the fees to the special schools for disabled. 
Wealthy African expatriates would use private schools, if they existed, for disabled.

Primary Objective of the HRDC: To treat children up to the age of 15 suffering from 
congenital deformities, neglected/mistreated trauma, old burns and contractures, polio 
sequelae, infectious diseases of bones and joints, metabolic bone diseases, cerebral 
palsy, spinal cord injuries, post-meningitis sequelae and tumors. 

Current Program Status: 

- Approximately 3,800 children have been treated since 1985. 

- Follow-up patients 2,500, average follow-up period, 4-5 years. 

- Waiting list for surgery, 6 months +, new patients average 450 per week. 

- Two operating days per week, average 8-12 surgeries per week. 

- Two outpatient clinic days per week, average 65 new and follow-up patients per 
week. 

- Principal target group, children with physical disabilities correctable by surgery 
and/or physical rehabilitation, from poor families with preference given to children 
from the more remote areas of Nepal. 

- Services include physical therapy and rehabilitation activities, Prosthetics/Orthotics 
workshop, orthopaedic and reconstructive surgery, X-ray and laboratory facilities, 
logistical and administrative services. 

- Community-based rehabilitation department with 14 field workers based throughout 
Nepal, mobile and tracing camps, minimum 20 per year. 

Once the program moves to its new site at Banepa, second half of 1995, it Is intended 
to expand rehabilitation activities and develop the HRDC as a centre for training in 
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the fields of orthopaedic surgery, physical rehabilitation and orthopaedic appliance 
production in collaboration with other Medical Training Institutions in Nepal.

Training Workshop: For several years there has been an ongoing training workshop at 
the Tavistock clinic on children in care. Children in care are children whose care is 
the responsibility of the local government social services department because of abuse, 
neglect or child crime. In the past, most of these children were placed at least 
temporarily in group homes for children. Today many of these children are placed in 
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foster homes or are placed for adoption. Most of these children came from 
disadvantaged as well as disorganized families. The children that come to Tavistock's 
attention are generally those with severe behavior disorders who keep failing in 
placements.
